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1. On 5 May 1975, the Credentials Committee held its third meeting at Geneva.. 

Representatives of all the members of the Committee, except Chad., were present. 

2. The Committee had before it a. memorandum by the Executive Secretary of the 

Conference dated 2 May 1975, which read -as follows; 

"1. The action taken by the Credentials Committee at the second session of the 
Conference is covered in document A/COHF. 62/54 end Corr.l of 25 August 1974, 
the report of the Credentials Committee as adopted by the Conference or that 
date. The present memorandum covers the period since tha.t action. *
